^England has lonrnod by oxporionco 
that Boldiera aro oxponsivo playthings, 
and she is now endeavoring to di8> 
pense with thorn on ovory possible oc 
OBBion. Aboat as gjod an illustration 
of • this may bo noiod in the way in 
whioh Bhe is potting and pampering 
Shore Aii, the present ruler in Allghan. 
iatan In order to make a sort of frontier 
fortrOBS of that coanlry. Ho is fur- 
nished by tho Indian government witli 
arms, ammunltioD and about $50 000 
per month in caBh, This h a much 
oboapei way than paying for an army 
with its commiBariat and tho ten thou- 
sand contingent ©xponsos Franco 
Beems to lead in everything relating to 
decoration; the adornment of ladios' 
persona ^laa for ceninrioB been under 
tho domination of the mo<iis<es of Pdris. 
The doooration of that city has spread 
its iiiQuonce to London, and the old 
Blreots that hold their own ior hun- 
dreds of yours in aomo instances, are 
to bo swept away to mako room iur 
now linos of palaces <) /<; mode jhiris 
iennc. Among other innovations ihuy 
aro going to romodol the interior of 
Old St. Pauls, whioh will soon rival the 
Saiiite Chapdle for stained glass, gild^ 
ing. mosaics and paintings. Tho Brit- 
ish Revenue returns lor the qnaror 
ending March 31st, present a most 
encouraging appearance; the increase, 
although only £731,314, bears this 
notable feature about it— that it has 
boon derived from almost every source 
bat OuatonOiB, ahowlng tho healthy con- 
dition of the country generally. Tho 
coming oleoliena in France form the 
sabject of mnoh Bpecnlation, tho 
great advance recently made in con. 
BtitDtional freedom, having relaxed the 
control over Ihs representation for- 
merly held by the govern men'. La 
gloire seems to have lost much of it- 
old influence on the destinies of France, 
and It seems to be generally aapposud 
that Napoleon III will have to come 
down tolhonsnal hum-drum oiection 
clap-trap, and flatter tho Democracy, 
Another of the Brst Napoleon's generals 
has taken hia deparlnre to join his master. 
General Joraini was tho greatest theoreti- 
cal tttctitian of his day, his worlis on the 
art of war attracted tho attention of the 
first Napoleon ami has abilities wero bo 
hljhly appreciated by the great Generals 
of th9 Empire that he was strongly re- 
commended by them to tlio Emperor's 
favorable notice; but from suiiie muxs 
plained objection on tho part of Napo- 
leon, the promotion was not conceded, and 
Jomini having laUen umbrage, joined Iho 
Russian service. He aided very much in 
tho decisive victory at Friodland and had 
Ney followed his suggestions at BauUiui, 
the first emperor might never have 
required to abdicate; Freneh polic-y seems 
to point to coalition between France, Italy, 
and Aostria, which of course, Prussia i.s 
doing her best to frustrate. Austria 
aeema. however, to have entered into the 
matter with good will and is coquetting 
with Italy in pursaance of the scheme, 
Whioh seems likely to be successful. 
Such an alliance will have the effect, of 
either lowering tho tone of Bismarck or 
leading to war. The Prussians feel un- 
easy, and sent an officer to the fortress 
of Luxembourg to harry on tho demoli- 
tion ; it is observable that the Prussian 
officials have been moch more civil to 
Englishmen traveling in Prussia lately, 
than before. In Itiily tho Mazzinian 
propagandists seem to bo extending llieir 
influence, so that a war might be of 
advantage at present, in order to absorb 
the idle young men who have Mazzinian 
and GaribaUiai tendencies. Ttio manu- 
facturing industries have made so very 
little progress in Italy that ilie young 
men who dcelino an »grinultiir,.l life, find 
much diiriculiiy in obtaining remunerative 
employment; it is rumored that the re- 
ward for the close alliance of Italy to 
France will be Rome. Austria is ra- 
pidly setting her house in order, and is 
going to increase her army ; she has 
aecompliahed a triumph in Hungary hy 
the.election of Deak, who appears to have 
great inflaence in that country. 

Near the villagn of M. there liveil a 
farmer, who engaged a son of the Emerald 
lale to work lor bim. One morning in the 
SpriDR, Pat. was sent to hnrrow a pieco of 
ground, fie had not worked long beloro 
all the taitti, exoepl two or throe, cam* oat 
of the harrow. Afior a wlille the farmer 
went out in ibo B^lli to see bow Pat pro- 
ceeded, and asked bim flow bo liked harrow- 
ing.

A British CAlumbian on his TraTds. 

Nkw York Om, 
March 25tb, 1869. 

Editor British Oolonut,— I sailed from 
Victoria Nov. let, 1868, and arrived nt Col- 
lao Feb, 8ib, 1869. In oonsequanoo of iti 
beiDK "a private ship, right side up with 
great care" we were a hundred doya making 
the passage, 

I romaiocd in Peru but nineteen days and 
then bade adieu to South America f9r ever, 
and before ibia meets the eyes of my Iriends 
[ Bholl be onoo more upon the broad, TOrdure- 
nhu! bosom of Upper Canada. Wtiea I Uft 
Peru the Yellow Fever had commenced its 
work of death ; nombara were dying daily in 
Lima and Uallao. Ii was eipaotad to be 
very bad there, and many were leaving the 
oouniry in coDsequenoe. Tbo people were 
all on tbo qui vive for the si^oal gun of 
another revolution. The water in'Callao 
Bay was tnuddy and disturbed— a sure sign, 
they aay, of an eaitliquake. 'f'hese were 
some of the reasons causing iny early depar- 
ture. 'I'hey may be but ^liKlil inoentivea to 
some but they were ([iiito suHieionl for your 
Inimbla sprvuni'a becoming ''swauimm nun 
comaltum." (iri^h Latin.) I may bo ae-

Tlie lau p.irty thai wei t out 
look a d( ctor wiib ihoin, but he was tho liiss 
man to Kive up and die. In I'oni you bavo 
not ^ot llio uinbrii;;uou8 trails and cool crystal 
spiiuiiti of Biiiiab Columbia or Galiiornia ; 
neither have yon here aod there a liitb creek 
or lake in vfhich to batbo your bll«tered feet, 
Your journey lien over hiirroc hills and hot 
sandy plains where, if you yet -ffttH'r, it is 
warm, and you must pay lot it. Ouu old 
explorer told mu he bad lain down und piayed 
to die a thousand times. 

I cannot writ-; all I have heard, but 1 have 
aBeuriaiuod enough lo warrant iu3 in advis- 
ing my friends never lo think of going to 
Petu lo folloiy any buriaesi whatever; if 
tbey teati Ibia aod aliertiardB go theia tb«x 



will be eorry and reooHect what laav now 
1 was there but a abort time, only 19 daya, 

hut that was the longest nineteen days in my 
lile. 1 was so cruelly disappointsd in the 
country that I mode it niv bu^inesi t ) ascer- 
tain what I have from rtliablo authority, and 
write it for the beneQt ol tboae who choose 
to benefit by it, I wish I had met some one 
able to give me tbia advioa before 1 embarked 
for Peru. However. I have "aeen tbo ele- 
phant" and am content.

Rock 
Creek is likely to afford remuneraiiTo dig- 
ginga for jaars lo oomei and moy lead to the 
discovery of rich deposits io the vicinity, 
whiah has never probably been prospected 
It is generally aoderslood that the Flume 
Uompany on Rock bsve go a good thing. 
Mr. Smith deaoribes the trail from Hope 
Mouolain as in a deplorable state from 
fallen timber; in fad, this was so well known 
to tbe Hudson Bay Oo. that tbey sent goods 
Irom Ibis city by iray of Portlaod aod Col- 
ville, lo Port Shepherd ; be soys, however, 
that if lha trail waa repaired there would be 
uo diflicnliy io eesdiog goods lo Kootenay.
